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Ii: TRODUCTION 
Van Wazenen, 5 in his work on international mining lavs, says: 


In this island, which is a Crotm colony of tne tritish mupine, 
and waere remarkably extensive remains of ancient mining operations-- 
mainly for copper--exist, the mining law of Turkey governs, vith. 
such modifications as were made necessary by the transfer of the 
country in 1878 from Turkey to Great Britain, and with such fer 
ameliorations thereof as have since been orderea by the local 
authorities. _ 


Tne Turkish law to wich Van wagenen refers is, no doubt, "2 Shaban, 
1285," wnich though subsequeritly repealed with respeot to Turkey is still in 
force in Cyprus, inasmuch ds the mines regulations (amendment) law of 1925 "is 
to be read in connection with 2 Shaban, $285" ected, 61 to 67 of which rere 
repealed ‘by tue law of 1925).

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MINING AUTHORITY 
Transfer of Powers 


‘The law pessed four years after the transfer of Cyprus from Turkish to 
British rule, ivo. 5 of 1882,“ provided that all powers, functions, and 
autnorities in connection with any concession, right, license, or like in- 
strument thst were vested in the Sultan or a Turkish official should be 
thereafter under the hand of the high Commissioner. (art. 1 and 2, ko. 5 
of 1882,) 


On May 1, 1925, the island was given the status of a colony, and the 
High Comuissioner became Governor. accordingly, the mines regulations 
(amendment) law, 1928,° in article 2, adds to the article just quoted the 
following proviso: . ee 


Frovided that all functions and authorities relating to the 
issue of permits to prospect for minerals otuer than oil are here- 
by vested in the Governor, who may from time to time, by writing: 
under his hand, depute to the Colonial Secretary all or any of the 
functions and authorities as are hereby vested in him, — 


Law No. 5 of 1882 makes other provisions amending the regulations in 
2 Shavan, 1285, with respect to Turkisn or other authority outside of the

Special Fowers of the High Commissioner (Later Governor) 


The Eigh Commissioner (now Governor) may entertain, if he sees fit, any 
apolicetion for a concession, even though it may not be in conformity: with the 
earlier regulations; ne way waive the requirements concerning the posting or 
the advertisement of any application. (Art. 7, No. 5 of 1882.) 


The Commissioner in Council, upon making a concession, may direct that the 
previsions of articles 39 and 40 of 2 Shaban, 1285, that provide for the payment 
of a fixed surface rent, so far as it relates to land not vacouf land or the 
property of an individual as "nwlk," or the provisions of article 66 of the 
same law, or any of the provisions, so far as they relate to the concession, 
shall be suspended, either in whole or in part, and for such time as the High 
Commissioner snall think fit, (Art. 8, ro. 5 of 1882. )

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KIGKTS OF FOREIGNERS 


2O menticn is made of the rights or privileges of foreigners in Cyprus in 
any law consulted in the preparation of this paper, and from the facts presented 
in the section entitled "Activities of the Principal Mining Companies," it seems 
that foreigners are legally permitted to own and operate mines in the island. 


FOREIGN CORPORATIONS” 


Article 146 of the companies law provides: 


Tiat every company incorporated outside Cyprus that establishes 
or has established a place of business within Cyprus shall within one 
month from the establishment of the place of business or within two

Tue Governor (High Commissioner) may order that a mine. de closed or that 
such works be executed as will enable mining operations to be conducted rith 
regard to the safety of the workmen employed, if at any time it is proved to 
his satisfaction that mining operations are not being conducted with safety to 

workmen. (art. 4, No. 12 of 1925.) —

Under cate of Januery 31, 1931, an orficial license, or concession, was 
granted to the Cyprus iiines Corporation, providing for the establishment of 
worxshops, factories, premises, and other accessories for the treatment of 
mineral substances in the Karavostassi-Morphou-Road district of Nicosia. All 
vlans and drawings must be furnished to the Government before erection or 
alterations may begin. e 


any transfer of the concession must nave tiie previous DErMReeLOn. of tue 
Government. 


Tae licensee shall exmmloy a sole and competent director in Ciprus, and 
the licensor may inspect and examine all works of the corporation, as well as 
its accounting books. The Government may issue to the company Resuiattone
